he old familiar question of 
“Julia” (a television series) 
came up and the negative 
comments received from a 
large majority of the black 
community stating that the 
role did not represent the real 
world of black people. The 
response to this query was 
very definite and 
unapologetic about the mid- 
die class status of the TV 
show. 

Miss Carroll referred to her 
own middie class identity and 
the fact that she is proud that 
we have learned to verbalize 
our interests. She stated that 
TV is to entertain and the for- 
mat of that particular show 
reflected what the country 
wanted. At that time the in- 
terest was on the single 
parent family. We must get 
away from the attitude that 
one show or one person 
represents “all” black people. 

Miss Carroll commented 
that we must stop criticizing 
each other so viciously. If 
someone had analyzed her 
show before, we would not 
have had it.

For Happy Maintenance Body Shop

Africa is credited with un- 
paralelied contributions to 
the human race — from giving 
birth to creative genius to 
civilizing ‘the world. Recently, 
Africa has been credited with 
stimulating. a new business 
venture in Columbus 

When Sharon A_ Davis 
toured West Africa #>out four 
years ago, she was struck by 
the beauty and dignity of 
black entrepreneurs owning 
and controlling their own 
businesses. It was on the 
continent that she decided 
that she must go into busi- 
ness for herself. 

Returning home, the young 
and vivacious social worker 
laid the foundation for what is 
now Happy Maintenance 
Auto Body Repair Shop, 45 N. 
Skidmore St 

Ms. Davis, speaking softly 
into the telephone, waved for 
me to come on into the 
garage. After finishing 
negotiations with a prospec- 
tive customer, she directed 
me to the mechanical side of 
the shop where she was 
readying a Volkswagen for 
some fancy customizing. 

“| was a social worker at 
Rosemont Schoo! before | 
started working for myself,” 
she. explained. In her usual 
manner of making unor- 
thodox decisions, she sud- 
denly left her job and skyed 
up for West Africa, touring 
Ghana, Liberia, Togo, Nigeria 
and Dahomey before retur- 
ning home a year later with a 
commitment for economic in- 
dependence. os 

Renting a carpet cleaner; 
Sharon started ringing door- 
bells in Eastside neighbor- 
hoods and charging a com- 
petitive price for her-cleaning 
service. it wasn't long before 
she had garnered contracts 
with local businesses and in- 
Stitutions ° 

A tyro to the business 
world, Sharon's unbridled 
energy paid off handsomely 
the first year as indicated by 
her hiring 81 employees in 
full and part-time positions. 
She expanded her services to 
include window. washing and 
wall washing, eventually 
covering the gamut of main- 
tenance needs. 

With her profits she kept 
investing in machinery to in- 
crease operational efficiency. 
To clean house trailers end 
truck trailers she bought a 
steam cleaner. Later, she dis- 
covered that the steam 
cleaner could be used to- ser- 
vice automobile engines. 

And, that discovery was the 
start of something big. In or- 
der to properly clean car 
engines, one had to have an 
indoor service area. Sharon 
rented a garage. Inevitably, 
she progressed to giving car 
tune-ups and finally doing 
body work and mechanical 
work 

Now the auto body shop 
has five fulttime employees — 
a secretary, tow truck drivers, 
two body men, and a 
mechanic. The custodial ser- 
vice is still’ operative, al- 
though it has been toned 
down, with three fulltime 
workers. 

“We're trying to help 
people minimize their car 
operating expenses,” she 
said. Happy Maintenance 
gives people adyice and tips 
aout small things that could 
Save Car owners unnecessary 
expenses; that is__ keeping 
water in the radiator and 
maintaining a safe water level 
in batteries. 


This humanistic enterprise 
run by a charismatic and well 
educated 29-year-old sister 
marks the advent of another 
kind of capitalism in the 
black community—a “benevo- 
iéht capitalism.” 

The morning ! was there 
three. women drivers pulled in 
the shop for routine Saturday 
morning checks on their cars. 

Perhaps her background in 
social work prompts Sharon 
Davis to be concerned about 
the welfare of her customers 

“Quite often,” she ex- 
plained, “ladies come in the 
shop telling me fantastic 
stories about the runaround 
they've been getting at other 
places while trying to get 
their cars serviced.” 

Sometimes they tell her 
they've been shafted by hard 
hearted mechanics, she said: 

Sharon suggested that 
people should try to under- 
stand their cars in order to 
avoid the feeling that they've 
been shafted. 

“They should read as much 
as possible and take advan- 
tage of car tips in news- 
papers and magazines. For 
vacationers, a simple thing 
like aligning wheels and 
checking water and oil can 
prevent side-of-the-road 
mishaps,” she said. 

Inevitably, the conversation 
would get 
seemingly unique position as 
a woman who runs a body 
shop and janitorial service. 


Sharon Davis admitted’ 


having difficulties due to 
racism-and sexism when she 
Started her carpet cleaning 
‘Dusiness. 


“It's the, God's truth, she 


said, "I had tfouble bécause.! 
was a woman and because | 
was black. None of the men 
took me seriously.” . 

Looking back on the 
fledgling days, she recalled 
handicaps in securing some 
contracts and not being able 
to get to the right people, the 
people who could have been 
tacilitators in her endeavors. 
Surprisingly, she said that 
she has gotten a much better 
reception in auto repair than 
she did when’ she operated 
the custodial service. 

Understandably, Sharon 
admits that she now. has 
much more self-assurance 
than she did when she star- 
ted. The new self-assurance 
Probably was instrumental in 
developing the stamina that 
heipéd her through the lean 
months of the so-called 
energy crisis last year. 

Securing a loan from the 
Small Business Administra- 
tion, Sharon was able to 
tighten the shop's belt and 
make it through that 
economic slump. 

As for sex discrimination 
she mused: “! feel that 
anybody who does not take 
advantage of our shop 
because |. am a woman is 
missing something.” 

Although Sharon is not cer- 
tified to do major mechanical 
work, she does take care of 
minor details and coordinates 
the work in the shop. 

In keeping with the prac- 
tice of ‘benevolent cap- 
italism’’ Happy M ain- 
tenance does not engage in 
what consumer advocates 
cail the “five-thirty” surprise. 

The surprise is the repair 
bill that unscrupulous repair 
shops hand the customer. in 
the evening when the custo- 
mer returns to pickéup his 
car.

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James A. Rhodes.and William O.-Walker, the first black member in 
a@ governor’s cabinet. 


Beginning with his election 
as Columbus City Auditor in 
1939, James A. Rhodes con- 
tinued to set a consistent 
record of fair employment 
practices in all of the govern- 
mental offices to which he 
has been elected. 


When Rhodes became City 
Auditor, he found one Negro 
girl_-in__the office and im- 
mediately increased the num- 
ber to three. One of the.three 
became the highest paid girl 
in the office. 

Elected Mayor of the City 
of Columbus in 1943, Gover- 
nor Rhodes began to gain 
state and nationwide atten- 
tion as a result of his policy 
of employing and upgrading 
‘Negroes and minority group 
members on the. basis of 
merit and preparation. 

Rhodes, who was elected 
Mayor of Columbus for three 
consecutive terms, broke all 
Capital City records in the 
employment of qualified 
Negroes. And he didn’t stop 
at this point -- he insisted that 
they be upgraded in their 
respective divisions 
whenever warranted. 

Resulting from this ‘em- 
ployment policy, was that 
Columbus received the first 
Negro member of the Mayor's 
Cabinet in the person of 
William C. Anderson. Harvey 
H. Alston, elevated to the 
rank of Captain in the 
Rhodes administration, sub- 
oper became Inspector 
of Police, the first Negro to 
hold such a post. in the 
nation. Herman Harrison 
became an Assistant Fire 


o- 


Chief and other Negro mem- 
bers of the Fire Department 
were promoted to responsible 
positions from Battalion 
Chief down. 

Negro police officers were 
first placed on cruiser duty 
during the administration of 
the. then Mayor Rhodes. The 
direction of the Division of 
Street Cleaning and Refuse 
Collection—_was._.under__the 
superintendency of a Negro, 
the. first. time. 

When James A. Rhodes 
was elected Auditor of State 
in 1952, he found one Negro 
on the staff in a responsible 
position. Elected State 
Auditor for three consecutive 
terms, he increased the 
Negro staff to over seventy- 
five. The history-making story 
here, is that of this number, 
over thirty were appointed 
State Examiners with salaries 
ranging up to $10,000.00 per 
year. He also named an Ad- 
ministrative Assistant. 

Elected Governor in 1962, 
Rhodes continued his policy 
of promoting and protecting 
the interests of minority 
groups, not only in the field 
of employment, but in the 
area of civil rights as well. 

Among his first acts as 
Governor of Ohio, was to 
name an Assistant to the 
Governor in the person of 
Llewellyn A. Coles of Colum- 
bus. He also appointed a 
member to his Cabinet, 
Willlam O. Walker of 
Cleveland, Both are Negroes 
and their selection became 
historical in that this was the 
first time any Chief Executive 
had dared to make such ap- 


pointments. 

Governér Rhodes didnot 
stop with these two appoint- 
ments. He broke every record 
of Negro employment in 
every Department serving the 
State of Ohio. The Cincinnati 
Herald, a weekly Negro 
newspaper, termed Rhodes’ 
Negro employment record as 
“fantastically impressive." 

During_his: two terms as 
Governor, Rhodes appointed 
twelve. Negroes to_ judicial 
positions. These judgeships 
ranged from municipal courts 
up through the Ohio Supreme 
Court. No other governor has 
ever appointed this many 
Negro judges. 

The judges are: Robert 
Duncan, Columbus, Ohio 
Supreme Court; Charles W. 
White, Cleveland, Court of 
Appeals, Cuyahoga County; 
Augustus G. Parker, 
Cleveland, Chief Justice 
Cleveland Municipal Court;

On June 25, 1963, Governor 
Rhodes issued an Executive 
Code of Fair Practices which 
he caused to be posted in 
every Department of State 
and all of their Divisions. Ar- 
ticle 1 of the Fair Practices 
Code says: 

“State Officials and super- 
visory employees shall ap- 
point, assign and promote 
state personnel on the basis 
of merit and fitness, without 
regard to race, color, religion, 
national origin or ancestry.” 

In an effort to firm up his 
Executive Code, Governor 
Rhodes, for the first time in 
history, named a Negro 
Executive Director of the 
Ohio: Civil Rights Com- 
mission, Ellis L. Ross, of 
Columbus.

It Is not by accident that the first 
black manager of a major league 
baseball team should come to fruition 
in Cleveland. 

The truth is, Cleveland was one of the 
very few cities where such a move 
could have been made. More than just 
the fact that the team was in dire need 
of a manager; it had to be a city that 
would accept such a change. A survey 
made over a year ago at the top level of 
major league officials, disclosed that 
there were only two or three possible 
cities where a black manager had any 
possibilities 

Cleveland's history was a big factor 
in the decision, While Branch Rickey 
beat Bill Veeck to the punch by signing 
Jackie Robinson as the first black 
player with the Brooklyn Dodgers in the 
National Baseball League, it was only 
because Bill Veeck, then the dynamic 
owner of the Cleveland Indians, was 
misied by his scouts about Jackie's 
ability, Veeck told me this story himself 

After Jackie Robinson had been 
signed by Brooklyn and played his first 
year, Veeck lost no time in finding a 
player he could sign, Cleveland 
Jackson, then Sports Editor of The Call 
& Post, was influential in convincing 
Veeck to sign Larry Doby. Thus the 
Cleveland Indians became the first 
team in the American League to sign a 
black player. Both Cleveland and 
Brooklyn showed their appreciation 
and liberality by solidly supporting both 
teams 

While Branch Rickey was a staid, 
bible-reading, manager who had a well 
established image in organized 
baseball, Bill Veeck was a brash 
newcomer to the game who troubled 
the status quo guys no end because of 
the daring things he did to promote the 
Cleveland team. Racist sports writers 
on the daily papers were his greatest 
obstacle to new innovations. 

Jackie Robinson made Larry Doby 
more palatable to these sports writers. 
Bill Veeck, however, was restive. 
Chafing under the fact that he had been 
decoyed away from-Jdackie- Robinson, 
Bill Veeck set out to do something as 
spectacular. When he signed Satchel 
Paige as a pitcher for the Cleveland In- 
dians, not only did Cleveland sports 
writers berate him, but he was soundly 
criticized throughout the major league 
cities. “ 

Despite all the criticism, Bill Veeck 
held his ground. Negro fans flocked to 
the ball parks. Satchel Paige proved a 
bigger drawing card than either Robin- 
son or Doby. The sportswriters, who at 
first had so soundly berated Veeck for 
signing Satchel; now’ saw how -the 
baseball fans were crowding the ball 
parks, Bill Veeck became the best new 
personality to hit organized baseball. 
The owners of all the other American 


Obviously, the American People are 
in no’ mood to trust old-line politicians.

Last. week, "however, Gilligan, according to a 
Dayton source, issued a written statement which 
tends to indicate that he is really scared to death of 
Jim Rhodes. it oh according to the Dayton report, 
wants Ohio television stations to stop using Rhodes’ 
advertisements which he claims unfair. 

Gilligan's headquarters, the source said, sent 
telegrams to 23 Ohio television stations appealing to 
them to eres ads and of course, return the 
money to Rhodes’ sponsors. 

Gilligan forces contend that the ads, claiming 
that “thousands of jobs" have been lost under the 
Gilligan_ administration, and thaf unemployment has 
climi above the national average under the 
Gilligan leadership.

What is behind the anti- 
integration education is to 
render black--youth- dis- 
abilities in the job market. It 
is to continue the cycle of 
disabilities. 

Those peculiar values we 
deem necessary for black ed- 
ucation;-which. an integrated 
school cannot provide, 
should be provided by our 
own black institutions in add- 
ition to integrated education. 

Integrated education 
should no longer be viewed 
as a ‘cop out” if.our own In- 
stitutions provide the support 
we think they need for a fuller 
and more comprehensive ed- 
ucation we say they must 
have.

1 do not like being critical, 
but really it is incredible how 
many so-called experts there 
are running around the coun- 
try talking about nutrition. 
And -it's: true that. most 
publishers do not seem to be 
concerned whether an author 
is really qualified in nutrition 
or not. That goes also for 
most talk shows on 
television, It’s gimmicks that 
seem to count rather than 
sound guidance for the 
public. , 

So here are some 
questions I'm most asked: 

Q. if | take a vitamin and 
mineral capsule dally, can't | 
eat whatever |. want and 
come out all right? 

A. This lacks sense 
because you could still eat 
too little protein, or get too 
much fat.or carbohydrate - or 
not enough fat, or whatever. 
Vitamins and minerals, in 
other words, simply do not by 
themselves balance your diet. 
There may also be vitamins 
and minerals in food that we 
have not yet discovered. Pills 
can only givé you what we 
know about whereas food will 
give you not only what we 


know is in it, but nature's”

Black rodeo star invented bulldogging

Bill Pickett—the name is practically unheard of today. But this lack 
of present day recognition cannot erase the fact that Bill Pickett was 
one of the first black sports superstars. 

Pickett's sport was the cowboy sport of bulldogging. 

Way back in 1908, long before the time of Willie Mays and Hank 
Aaron, Bill Pickett was being acclaimed as the world champion 
bulldogger 

And a strong case can be made that maybe Bill Pickett ranked a 
notch above baseball's Willie Mays and Hank Aaron, because Pickett 
not only excelled in his sport—he also had the distinction of inventing 
it. 

The time was almost seventy years ago, and to this very day, 
thousands of rodeo fans flock to New York’s Madison Square Garden 
each year to view this exciting spectacle of man against beast. But only 
a handful, if any of these fans, are aware of the fact that they are wat- 
ching a sport which was originated by a black man. 

Pickett himself, was a true son of the West. Born in Oklahoma in 
1861 to a Choctaw Indian mother and black father, the Choctaws were 
one of what the Federal Government called the Five Civilized Tribes, 
and as such, they tended to follow the white man’s life style instead of 
becoming warriors. So it was not an unusual thing for the Choctaw- 
raised Pickett to eventually become a ranch hand. The only thing 
unusual about it was the ranch where Pickett landed the job. 

It was a combination cattle ranch and tourist attraction—with more 
emphasis on the tourists than on the cattle. 

Sprawling over more than 100,000 acres, the ranch was the Miller 
Brothers’ famous 101 Real Wild West Ranch located near Bliss, 
Oklahoma. As the cattle business began to wane around the turn of the 
century, the tourist aspect of the 101 operation was emphasized even 
more than ever. ea 

So much.so, thaf‘tge “ners of the 101 pressed -some-of-the 
ranch’s more talented ridérs and ropers into service as performers as a 
means of providing some sort of entertainment for the hundreds of 
Eastern dudes who visited the 101 in order to see for themselves what 
real ranch life was all about. 

Daring Horseman 

The little mini-rodeos were an excellent showcase for a daring and 
skilled horseman like Bill Pickett to display his riding talents. And since 
he was both daring and inventive, Pickett was constantly thinking up 
new tricks with which to entertain the spectators. 

Bulldogging was one of the new tricks that Bill Pickett thought up. 

And while bulldogging is a dangerous sport no matter how it is per- 
formed, it was even more dangerous the original way that Bill Pickett 
performed it. In today's tamed down version, the bulldogger holds the 
steer down after he has thrown it by holding onto the bull's horns with 
both of his hands. 

But after Bill Pickett had thrown a steer, he held it down by using 
only his teeth! 

In action, Pickett's bulldogging act went like this. He would ride af- 
ter a running steer, leap out of his saddie and grab one of the bull's 
horns in each hand and throw it to the ground by twisting the steer's 
head around. Then. he would sink his teeth into the bull’s upper lip in 
order to hold it in the down positions. And while he was holding the 
bull down, Pickett would then raise both of his hands into the air to 
prove to the spectators that the only hold he had on the bull was the 
hold that he had with his teeth. 

This biting and holding action was similar to the holding action of a 
bulldog and that's how the sport got its name—bullidogging. 

Tom Mix, who later became one of the greatest of all cowboy 
movie stars, often served as one of Bill Pickett’s assistants during his

Fifteen years ago, an article in the AFRO’S magazine section 
asked a question. Why were so few black women following careers in 
law. At that time, it was reported that-only 83_black women lawyers 
practiced law in the entire United States and of that number only one 
black woman served on the bench — as a judge. What has happened 
since? ; \. 

According to the United States Bureau of the Census. last year 
there were 446 black women lawyers and 51 black women judges. 

The figure on black women judges is disputed by the Honorable 
Edward B. Toles, Referee in Bankruptcy, U.S. District Court, Chicago. 
\ilinois. Mr. Toles should know. As an official in the 45-year-old 
National Bar Association — the official organization of the nation’s 
black lawyers, founded when the lily-white American Bar Association 
was reluctant to accept black lawyers as members. Mr. Toles conduc- 
ted a personal survey to determine the facts. 

He sent questionnaires to 50 governors and to officials of the 
District of Columbia in 1970 — the same year the Census Bureau 
released its findings. The returns showed only 14 black women judges. 
However, there have been several changes since that survey and the 
number has been raised to 23. still far less than the number reported 
by the Census, yet considerably more than'in 1959. Mr. Toles presen- 
ted his findings in a report, the full text and tables compiled, being prin- 
ted in the U.S. Congressional Record for September 2, 1970.

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Politics Is 
A Way 
Of Life

For Maryland's Mitchell family, politics is a way of life. 

Thus, it was no surprise five years ago when young Parren James 
Mitchell, former college professor, ex-social worker, one-time army of- 
ficer and now political activist; won the distinction of becoming the 
State's first black member of the House of Representatives. 

Now at 52, with several years of legislative experience, he is 
looking forward to a new term in Congress, and’ being rapidly 
catapulted into the national spotlight via his consistent campaign to 
improve the economic stability of black businessmen. 

Utilizing his experience of the “Fifties” and his philosophy that 
“Nothing is more important than the human being, female or male, old 
or young, poor or affluent.” Rep. Mitchell has a keen sensitivity to 
human problems. 

It would be wrong to assume that his ready smile and affable man- 
ner. stamps him as-a babe in the woods in the legislative circle of 
Washington, that sometimes seems to just go round and round and 
come out nowhere. 

He is by no means on the outside in the intrigues of Washington. 
The fact is he knows the score well, and approaches his job with 
aggression that frequently irritates his political foes. 

Mr. Mitchelt'<-#7-belief is that “Laws, institutions, and agencies 
have no meaning unless they place the interest of the individyaltirst-” 

- He dedicates his work in Congress to that idea, making the person of 
central importance to all things.” 

His brother, Clarence M. Mitchell Jr. has been on the national

scene for three decades as director ofthe NAACP Washington Bureau 
and legislative lobbyist for the Leadership Conference on Civil Rights. 

Clarence has done his work so effectively that he has earned the 
fond title of the nation’s “101st Senator.” This°is, of course, an 
honorary title but richly deserving. 

In Parren’s case, the Representative of Maryland's Seventh 
District, hard in the inner area of Baltimore, is using his efforts to im- 
prove the lot of the economic life for black citizens, especially his 
Maryland constituents. 

Prior to his election to Congress, Rep. Mitchell worked as 
executive director of the Community Action Agency in Baltimore and 
as the executive secretary of the Maryland Commission on Inter -racial 
Problems and Relations. He became acquainted first-handedly with 
the myriad of problems facing minority citizens daily. Now he is trying 
to help them do something about solving them. ‘ 

From his fourth floor office in the Cannon House Office Building 
where the walls are lined with plaques, certificates, awards and 
diplomas, Mr. Mitchell outlined his aims, goals and hopes for DAWN. 

As a Democrat and a member of the Congressional Black Caucus, 
he is a new breed of congressman. He believes in being where the ac-

Mr. Mitchell also has been elected to the new and highly influen- 
tial House Budget Committee, and in these roles has persuaded the 
Small Business Administration chief administrator to eliminate a 
proposed change to the SBA Act that would increase the ad- 
ministrative and legal services required by small and minority firms. 

He says “We must destroy the massive demonstrated pattern of 
exploitation against blacks in business." Despite the problems in- 
volved with SBA, Mitchell-feels it must be continued because “it is the 
only thing black businessmen have.” ; 

He has been setting precedents down through the years begin- 
ning with his role in 1950 as the plaintiff in the NAACP suit that 
resulted in his becoming the first of his race to take courses on the 
University of Maryland campus at College Park. 

The University of Maryland had sought to set up an off-campus 
course in sociology for him, but he declined and the suit solved the 
problem. 

He has displayed the go-getter qualities from.early age. He had to 
do so. At Morgan State College, he missed joining the campus 
organizations because after schoo! he worked from 4 p.m. until mid- 
night at Social Security. He studied in the wee hours of morning. 

__All this has paid off, and now as representative of the Seventh 
District of Maryland, his Baltimore constituents know he doesn't mind

sticking his neck out and pushing for civil rights, human dignity anda 
better break for the little man when he thinks he is on the right track. 

In Congress, besides serving as a member of the Banking and 
Currency Committee, he is a mémber of the Permanent Select Com- 
mittee on Small Business and the Democratic Policy and Steering 
Committee, the latter a 21-member group which recommends 
legislative policy and strategy for the Democratic Caucus of the 
House. ~ 

Moreover, Rep. Mitchell serves as chairman of the Black Caucus 
Subcommittee on Housing, Minority Enterprise and Economic 
Development. : nuh ‘ : 

He is a busy man, but is firm in his belief that political leaders 
should lead not follow. So, he has little time to stop and wait. He goes 
where the action is and joins in the action. : 


As of now, Rep. Mitchell's big goal is to get Congress to create a * 


separate agency, in cabinet status, for minority enterprise. 

“It's .going to be rough,” Mitchell says, “put nothing is ever 
hopeless.” ‘ 

The need for a separate agency, where black citizens may get a 
square deal, is apparent because of the subsidies which the govern- 


ment gives other enterprises but steadfastly refuses to give small black » 


businessmen. : 

“Our government has subsidized airlines, farmers, oil industries, 
banks,insurance companies and railroads,” Rep. Mitchell asserts “and 
|. maintain that the federal government has the duty to support and to 


~-sgubsidize black enterprise.” aan, : 
He is, mindful of the fact that. when big business and industrial _ 


leaders seek government aid, it is usually forthcoming without delay, 
but when a black busines$man seeks a $50,000 to’ $100,000 loan, a pit- 
tling figure compared to the millions requested by the white cor- 
porations, he is put through the wringer and more often turned down. 

Government bureaucrats either flatly refuse black loan seekers, or 
offer a grant so small it isn't worth trying to get the project off the 
ground. 

This bureaucratic climate~is a holdover from the Nixon ad- 
ministration, Rep. Mitchell feels, because Nixon created an “anti- 
black, anti-poor and anti-welfare” atmosphere in the belief that “the 
country already has done too much for blacks.” . 

A separate agency, as recommended by Rep. Mitchell, would 
serve the needs of black citizens from a realistic economic approach. 
eliminate much of the emotionalism, and stimulate equality in the han- 
dling of government funds. 

It will be “a rough road” in this period of high inflation, but Rep. 
Mitchell will not be deterred. Jy. 


The Maryland Democratic congressman was among the first in the 
House ‘to urge impeachment of former President Nixon and now 
regards the pardon granted by President Gerald Ford as,”inexcusable, 
absolutely inexcusable.” 

“President Ford struck at the very foundation of justice in granting 
Nixon a pardon,” Rep. Mitchell asserts, adding that “his action raises 
the question of why Angela Davis was not-accorded similar treatment.” 


On Mr. Ford's amnesty program for draft dodgers and war deser- 
ters, Rep: Mitchell says “It is not really enough. It may soften the public 
possibly for total amnesty. but ‘it does little for those who opposed the 


Vietnam War.” 
On the economic front, he sees “no real hope of the ad- 


ministration getting back any solid program to fight inflation. a program 
that will benefit black people and focus on the hard-core issues.” 

“1 don't see much direction in this area until 1976," he emphasized. 

As an expert in-the-housing field, as the Banking and Currency 
Committee reviews all housing legislation before Congress, Rep. Mit- 
chell says the “only real answer” to the housing crisis is “equal access 
to the housing market.” 

“Many blacks are forced to pay high prices for homes because 
there is nowhere else to go. so until we have equal access to the 
market, they will be stifled, crushed," he warns. 

He is extremely critical of FHA practices which have denied 
thousands of families the opportunity to obtain low interest mortgages. 
With construction costs so high. the starting figure for any house loan 
averages about $17,000 and low-income families simply cannot stand 
this on the current elevated interest rates. 

He urges public service jobs to help meet the unemployment 
situation as the jobless rate among 16- to 24-year-olds among minority 
groups already is up to 39 per cent. Something must be done along 
this line, especially in cities with large black populations. 

On foreign affairs; Rep. Mitchell sees America still playing footsie 
with racist nations that continue to exploit and oppress black people. 

_ “America will pay an awful price unless it does right by Third 
World nations," he warns. 

"By 1980, we may be forced to import basic materials; we may be 
totally dependent upon imports, and the richest lands are in Africa and 
South America. Thus, if we continue to overtly and covertly work 
against:them as we have in South Africa; when it comes to buying from 
them, we may have another major oil crisis.” ; 

On his home ‘front, Rep. Mitchell supported Baltimore long- 
shoremen in their refusal to unload shipments of Rhodesian chrome 
ore and nickel cathodes. He gives full backing to Congressman 
Charles C. Diggs in the bid'to bring justice to the Rhodesian and South 
African problem. ; 

He was one of the strong advocates for home rule in the District of 
Columbia, and thinks the recent primary election in which Mayor 
Walter E. Washington, seven-year appointed mayor, was eletted as 
the Democratic nominee for the Nov. 5 general election, was “Not a 
bad’performance: When a City has been denied the electoral process 
for acentury, it is too much to hope to be perfect in the-first effort.” 

Mr. Mitchell laments the fact that Senator Edward M. Kennedy, D.. 
Mass., has declared he is no longer a candidate for the presidency in 
1976, “It is going to be awfully hard to find any person who could 
match Kennedy. especially in the minds of black voters.” 

For the record, Rep. Mitchell has received three honorary 
degrees from the University of Maryland, Morgan State College and 
Goppin-State-Cotlege-He is -also-a-board-member-of the Nationat 
Association of Community Development, the Maryland Committee for 
Day Care, the Pan-African Business Information Center, the 
Educational Policy Center, Inc., and the Koinonia Foundation. 


Working on a round-the-clock schedule between the twin cities — 
Washington and Baltimore — Maryland's Seventh District 
congressman has no illusion about the way things are going. 


By the same token, however, he is not sitting back and waiting for 
the economic storm to pass. he is trying to make it go swiftly. In the 
process, he hopes to lay a solid foundation for black businessmen for

The name of the court has been changed, it now is the Family 
Court of the State of New York in New York City — no matter, Judge 
Bolin still is a member, having behind her 34 unblemished years of ser- 
vice, sitting in on thousands of cases. Three of New York's four mayors 
sineLaGuardia re-appointed Judge Bolin to additional 10-year 
terms, the last being Mayor John V. Lindsay in 1969. Her current term 
expires in 1979. : 

So with five more years to go, it is expected that the “Dean of black 
women judges” will step down, having compiled a most exceanpional 
record of 40 years on the bench. F . 

Although Judge Bolin was accepted by her associates and most 
effectively performed her judicial duties, thereby vindicating Mayor 
LaGuardia’s bold experiment, there was no great rush to elevate 
another black woman to-a judgeship: In fact it was twenty years later 
before another black woman lawyer was appointed to a judgeship, the 
Hon. Juanita Kidd Stout of Philadelphia. 

There was a two-year. lapse before another judgeship came to a 
black woman, but in the next two decades, 1960-1970 — twenty black 
women lawyers became judges. 

However, others moved up into responsible, sometimes highly 
sensitive positions at salaries commensurate with their high office — 
all because of their legal backgrounds. Which brings into focus, a com- 
parison of achievements in the Law against other professions, par- 
ticularly education and social work which boast the largest number of 
black women. Black women lawyers, fewer in number than teachers, 
social workers, doctors and others, have completely outstripped the 
others in reaching the top positions. 5 


True, some black wom haveHeen college presidents. deans _ 


and held administrative jobs, but no black woman has been president 
of what now is referred to as a “predominantly white” college. As yet, 
no. black woman has headed a major municipal, state or federal social 
work oriented program. 

Forging ahead in the Law hasn't been THAT easy. Black women 
lawyers faced~-unusual pressures and of course, the age-old race 


problem. Somehow, these major problems were resolved. As a result,. 


blacks are not limited to handling legal matters for black folk only, nor 
do black judges, male or female, preside over black courts — there just 
aren'tany-such:courts..-.- :

So, it stands to reason, the more black women lawyers, the more 


‘have chances to move ahead. Yet. in spite of great promise of success 


offered-by careers in the.Law, there has been no stampede by young. 


“black women to enter Law schools. On the brighter side, this year, 


more black women than ever, graduated trom Law schools. Realizing 
the importance of having more black women lawyers, some 
organizations are offering Law scholarships to promising prospects. 

Black women lawyers first made the scene in 1872 when Charlotte 
E. Ray graduated from Howard: University’s School of Law. Today. 
black women are graduating from many prestigious Law Schools. 

For these newcomers, the road ahead is rugged — but far better 
than it was in the days of the “Sun-down" lawyers — those people

holding law degrees who worked all day on some other job then prac- 
ticed certain phases of law in the evening. Washington, D.C. was the 
happy hunting ground for these lawyers since they could obtain a law 
degree and practice in the evenings working at some easy job in the 
government at good pay at the same time. Night classes in the law ~ 
were held at Howard University. Freylinghuysen University, an insig- 
nificant private institution, and at Terrell Law School, the latter two no 
longer in existence. 

Besides, law could be studied by mail, the LaSalle correspon- 
dence school in Chicago, offering courses. However, legislation wiped 
out all evening classes and correspondence schools. The picture 
changed. Howard Law School blossomed with an excellent staff and 
the big field to itself in Washington. 

Not all black lawyers of those lean early days attended part-time 
schools or “read” law as was the custom. From Richmond, Virginia, Ed- 
mond Randolph went to the Yale University Law School where he was 
aclassmate of a future president, William Howard Taft. 

William Lewis, graduating from Amherst entered Howard Univer- 
sity Law School. Besides studying for law, Lewis also played varsity 
football and was the first black player selected All American by Walter 
Camp, the originator of the idea. Women were not so fortunate. 

A few ventured into the uncertainties of a career so uninviting that 
sixty-seven years after the end of the Civil War, 1932, that is, a special 
report by the Census Bureau counted only 24 black women lawyers in 
the entire United States. 

Today, there are that many black women judges and more to 
come.

It may come at any moment, that desire to say “hello” or ask the 
well-shaped. facially attractive female her name and number. If you are 
lucky on that particular day. you may receive the first name and a 
smile, but more than likely your answer will come in the form of silence 
and a stare that questions your right to even think she was so easy to 
approach. 

This is the type of situation that has driven many black men mad 
and caused a sudden spillage of distasteful words to flow from the 
would-be gentleman's mouth. 

An everyday occurrence surely, but perhaps avoidable if con- 
sideration is given by both individuals involved. The man feels com- 
pelled to approach, yet the woman believes it her duty to discourage 
him from thinking she's a common pickup, approachable by any man 

“having the ability to speak. 

Street corner communication has always been practiced exten- 
sively within the black community. We men have met more women by 
standing on street corners, making smait talk _in-the-elevators;-bus 
stops. hallways, etc., than renee all of the introductions provided by 
friends and family. 

However, there have been numerous times when we have sworn 
to avoid a// black women due to their mean, crazy or tired attitudes. But 
when the incident was over, we would chalk it up to being “just another 
one of those days” and anxiously await tomorrow's opportunity. 

The hows and whys of beginning the initial conversation between

us and that pretty young 4ady we are about to pass in the hall, have 
caused some of the best brains to clog and become frustrated and 
clever tongues to become thickened with clumsiness. By the time 
she’s near enough to speak to, our faces are so contorted from the sud- 
den stroke of speechlessness that we say “to hell with it, she probably 
wouldn't have spoken anyway.” 

There is no instant solution to the gap of communication we black 
men and women seem destined to suffer, but if there comes a time 
when our respective greetings are returned, maybe much of the ten- 
sion will be eliminated. ; 

It is understandable that the black woman resents the past un- 
couthness found in the yells of “hey mama! you sure look good to me,” 
or the lustful catcalls that are yowled by men in cars who wouldn't have 
anything to say when walking. Yet. there is a difference between this 
type of action and the pleasant sounding “hello” that comes from a 
man whose intentions aren't written all over his face. * 

There are many black women who claim street-corners, elevators, 
hallways, etc., aren't proper places to ask one’s telephone number and 
name, but they should note that all blackfolk do not know one another 
as it has been claimed and their chances of seeing each other again 
might be minimal. Besides, he has paid her a compliment by asking, 
not all of those women he sees get the opportunity to refuse. 

If she doesn't want to continue conversation after his inquiry, she 
can explain her reasons intelligently. Unless he’s rude, he doesn't 
deserve the WHAT YOU WANTS? WHAT YOU SAY! and looks of mur- 
der that tell him to leave before she does him some bodily harm. It's 
things like this that give the brother a complex. 

Commonly referred to reasons of avoidance or ignorance by the 
woman fall within the categories of (1) he doesn't know me well 
enough to approach me like that; (2) | know what he's after; (3) | dont 
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want to get to know him; (4) he’s probably married; or (5) when | leave, 
he'll try to pick up someone else.

She could be right on all counts, but if she isn't it is an open and 
closed-case before trial.-In-any event, to return a greeting doesn't com- 
mit herself to any plans he may have for the future. 

Many times the man is definitely “after that,” but not all feel that a 
name or number entitles them to an open invitation. And not all of us 
feel it compulsory to stand in the same spot all day requesting such 
from each young lady passing by. After all. we do work at something 
now and then, and the pursuit of women s identification and creden- 
tials is net a thing to count on when the rent is due. 

Yes, there was once a time when it was “strange” for one black _ 
person to. pass the trail of another without uttering some. type of. 
greeting and there was also a time when you could meet on the street 
and talk for hours, perhaps even discovering that you both had friends 
in common, but now things are tough. The wrong look or lip movement 
can have you recovering from multiple wounds and your mind con- 
sistently asking “why?.”

bulldogging act. And another Hollywood great who assisted Pickett at 
various times was humorist Will Rogers, who got his start in show 
business by working in rodeos. ' 

Like Pickett, both Tom Mix and Will Rogers were employed by the 

.101 Ranch at this time. So was future Hollywood cowboy star Ken 
Maynard. In fact. from 1910 to 1917, being a star performer in the 101 
Ranch show almost guaranteed a call from Hollywood. A number of 
western films were shot right on the 101 Ranch property. 

But Hollywood never got around to calling Bill Pickett. And there 
can be but just one reason for this glaring oversight—Bill Pickett was a 
black man. < 

Called ‘Greatest Cowboy’ 

Certainly no one can say that Bill Pickett lacked the credentials to 
qualify for a Hollywood call. Zack Miller, one of the three Miller 
brothers who owned the 101 Ranch, said of Pickett. “He was the 
greatest cowboy star who ever lived—bar none.” 

And considering the fact that Zack Miller had seen the likes of 
Tom Mix and Ken Maynard in action, this statement by him clearly in- 

“dicates that he thought Bill Pickett was every inch a cowboy superstar. 
This superstar status, was also shown by the billing the 101 Wild West 
Show gave to Pickett. 

When the, show. hit the road, Pickett was proudly billed as the 
Woffd Champion Bulldogger. 

As a touring attraction, Pickett's bulldogging act proved to be just 
as popular in New York's Madison Square Garden as it had been back 
on the 101 Ranch out in Oklahoma. And since the show also played in 

- both Canada and Mexico, Pickett’s title of World Champion Bulidogger

had at feast some degree of international validity to it, which is more 
than can be said about the World Series of basebalt. 

In 1908, while the 101 show was on its Mexican tour, the inevitable 
happened. A group of Mexico City sportsmen wondered how Pickett 
would fare against one of their brave Mexican fighting bulls. For five 
thousand dollars, Pickett’s boss said he thought that Pickett would do 
just fine. So the tequila was poured and the bet was made and by the 
time the dust had’ settled in the Mexico City bullfight ring, Pickett’s 
boss was five thousand dollars richer and Pickett was still the 
bulldogging champion of the world. 

But Bill Pickett didn't have the bulldogging spotlight all to himself. 


Fatally Kicked at 71 


Pretty soon Hollywood stunt men and all kinds of daredevils had 
gotten into the act. And by the late 1920s, they were bulldogging 
steers from airplanes, from speeding automobiles, and from just about 
anything else that would move. But strangely enough, it was usually 
the bull and not the bulldogger who got the worst of it. 

In 1931, at the dedication of an airport in Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, 
Milt Hinkle, stunting under the name of the South American Kid, at- 
tempted to bulldog a steer from a low flying airplane and his shoulder 
hit the bull with such force that pi ie 3 broke the bull’s neck. As 
usual, it was the bull who really got hurt and Hinkle got up and walked 
away with just a slight limp. 

But no stunt man or competitor ever approached the skill and ease 
with which Bill Pickett bulldogged a steer. And coincidentally, it was 
during the height of the bulldogging high-jinks that death came to him. 
In 1932, at the age of 71, Pickett was kicked in the head by a horse and 
he died eleven days later of a fractured skull.

That was the year after 
Ted Chambers, presently 
associate soccer coach, had 
graduated from Howard. Cham- 
bers’ first introduction to soccer 
occurred in 1916, at Washing- 
ton’s “M”" Street school, under

Mustered out of the U.S. Army 
as a first lieutenant in 1944, 
Chambers coached the. 1944 
Howard football team, climaxing 
the season with a 14-7 win over 
Lincoln University. 

Chambers was aware of the 
fact that Howard had_ fielded 
soccer teams in the thirites, with 
Hampton, Lincoln and several 
white institutions on the 
schedule. So he decided to 
utilize the soccer talents of 
otherwise idle foreign students 
at Howard. In 1947, he decided 
to build a Bison soccer team. 

By 1961, Chambers managed 
to assemble one of the finest 
soccer teams in the thirties, with 
the Bison became the National 
Association of Intercollegiate 
Athletics (NAIA) champions, 
establishing a season's record of 
7-0-1. In 1970-he coached a 13- 
1-1 Bison unit that bowed 4-3 to 
UCLA in the NCAA semi-finals. 
Chambers stepped down in 
1971 to allow Lincoln Phillips to 
lead the Bison group. 


Phillips, a young man from 
Trinidad (West Indies) with a 
host of professional caps to his 
credit, shared with Chambers

the glories of a perfect 19-0-0

The title was subsequently 
stripped from Howard due to an 
ineligible player, thus leading 
the team to adopt the theme 
“TRUTH CRUSHED TO EARTH 
SHALL RISE AGAIN” (words of 
poet Ralph Waldo Emerson). 


Threé years. have. gone by 
since Howard engraved its name 
on the walls of soccer history in 
this country. Nevertheless, 
since then in all of its attempts 
the Bison team has never failed 
to qualify in the final rounds of 
the NCAA competition. Never 
before-has-any_other_black_in- 
stitution made such an accom- 
plishment. It's safe to say that 
soccer has come to stay at 
Howard. 


Looking at the Bison Booters 
in the 1974 season, carrying a 
squad comprised of various 
nationals including three 
American lads, they are expec- 
ted to be extremely brilliant 
owing to the fact that most of the 
players possess professional 
talent. Having ‘two-time ‘All- 
American and Captain Michael 
Bain leading outstanding letter- 


men like Amdemichael

Gay 
Liberation grows active, begin- 
ning to corrupt the women's 
liberation movement. 

Women's lib has been very 
much THE revolution of the last 
seven years. A little flashback of 
the women’s lib: movement next 
summer or early fall of 1975, is 
probably when the women’s 
rights amendment will pass’ and 
their goals will be realized. 

The moral victories have been 
won and the goals of women's 
lib, while not yet fully apparent, 
have been so fully achieved that 
after November the movement 
will pretty well drop out of the 
headlines, to -be- replaced by 
those’ sexual freedom 
movements and by two or three 
movements related to death.

The funeral reform idea is an 
idea whose time has come, and 
over the next seven years that's 
where the steam will be 
generated.

At the same time, there's talk 
about what used to be called 
“euthanasia” and is now usually 
referred to as the “right to die” 
or—“death with dignity” — 
rebellion against the practice of 
doctors running up fantastic 
bills, bankrupting families in 


~ cases of terminal iliness by 


keeping the patient alive after 
he has become a vegetable with 
all hope of recovery lost. 

People are just not going to 
stand. for that-any. more. There 
will be propaganda, articles, 
books, legislation, demon- 
strations, as well as trials and op- 
position. Over the next seven 
years the news willbe full of the 
right to die and funeral reform.
